It nmooths the way of the wind, and, 
consequently calms tiie surface of the 
sea Its accidental application has prob- 
ably produced the wide-spread knowl- 
dgeof its effect, which has^made the 
fiimre of speech universal. We are not 
aware that any scientific attempt has 
ever been made to apply oil to the 
waves. At Peterhead pipes were laid 
down and a large quantity of oil was 
forced through them. The oil at once 
rose to the surface and spread m a thin 
film on the water, with the effect of re- 
ducing the roughness to a mere swell. 
Si boats werf thus able to enter the 
hSbor which could not have ventured to 
do BO in the rough sea which was run- 
ning before the oil was spread upon it. 
So far, therefore, tho experiment was 
Buccessful. Whether it opens up the 
possibility that harbor mouths maybe 
made generally Bate in rough weather by 
the expenditure of a few hundred gal- 
lons of oil can perhaps only be decided 
by further trials.

It i» 
evident that the effect, as described, is 
one which would make all the difference 
between safety and danger in a harbor 
frequented by fishing boats and it is m 
and hurbors that it is likely, if any- 
where, to bo of permanent value.—Lon- 
don Daily A'cii's.

The Morality of FMUnf. 


It is better to be robbed than to be » 
robber. And sometimes it is bettei'to 
tail than to andceed. Thia thing called 
failure is not snob a fearful thing as the 
prosperouB world would suggest it to be. 
Failure is only lesser success. AU men 
can not organize 6 triumph. Defeat IS 
the fate of many. The only successful 
failures are the ones that are honestly 
made. When a man's judgment has 
miscarried and brought him a wrong 
issue he U not to be outlawed for it. 
When the misfortunes or " cussedness 
of others drive him into defeat there is 
no reason why he should be hated. The 
world will h«e charity for the failure 
where it has been inevitable and honest. 
It hates a sham failure even worse than 
does a sham success. There, is one 
feature- connected with failures prac- 
ticed by nearly all failing concerns, 
but that does not'make it any less 
objectionable. We refer to the custom, 
BO universal with all failing firms and in- 
Btitutions, of preferring wealthy credit- 
ors The question naturally comes up : 
Why should they be preferred? When 
a mercantile house fails, it usually pre- 
fers its banker, and fixes everything np 
with him, so that he is no loser. When 
a bank fails, it has been observed, that 
it always prefers its large, rich creditors. 
This system is corrupt in morals, ana 
manifests a contemptuous deference to 
wealth that is humiliating. Why should 
any failing concern prefer the wealthy 
over the poor? Every settlement should 
be promoted as a matter o! justice, but 
if any leniency or favors are to be shown, 
they should be extended to the poor. 
The rich can sustain their loss, luey 
have other resources and larger oppor- 
tunities ; but the poor have the last prop 
taken and know not where to look tor 
another. Why should large creditors 
be satisfied first of all? The world has 
got all wrong on this business transac- 
tion 
If it intends to be honest and just, 


it must turn around. Public opinion 
must make it unpopular, because it is 
wrong for banks and merchants to shield 
and favor the rich and powerful, while 
they oppress the poor and the weak. 
How much better it would appear if _ the 
bank had treated all of its customers 
alike 
Let the wealthy stand in with 


the poor and take their chances. The 
wealthy man who has divided his money, 
placing a parcel in one bank and some 
in another, can recover the loss of one 
division of his wealth far better than the 
needy man, or the poor widow, who do 
not have enough to parcel out, but must 
truat all in one venture, and if they lose 
there, they lose all." If any class of 
debtors are to be preferred «°n"?oii 
honesty would suggest that it should be 
the ones least able to meet losses. Of 
this class are-the poor. Any other pay- 
ment than on a pro rata basis is unjust 
and unfair to them. In the matter of 
settling with creditors there is room for 
an improvement in the morality of fail- 
urea.—Indianapolis Herald.

The Tichborne Case. 


The main facts of the story are that 


Rocer Tiohborne was heir to a baronetcy 
and estate yielding »100,000 a year. He 
antered the army, remained three yearn, 
and after visiting South America disap- 
peared, and Unopposed to have been 
lost at sea. His mother, proud and in- 
sane was unwilling that the estate should 
fall into the hand of the child of a de- 
tested daughter-in-law, and accordingly 
advertised in Austrailia for the misbing 
heir. Arthur Orton, a butcher and a 
low adventurer, immediately went to 
England, and, backed by speculators and 
accomplices, claimed the estate. I lie 
mother was an easy dupe, and though 
the claimant was wonderfully unlike 
Ro"er Tichbourue, the swindle pro- 
peVd famously. The trial of the case 
occupied six years, and Orton was con- 
victed of being a perjurer and imposter 
The cose occupied thirty-one days m 
opening forty-seven in summing up, tho 
Chief Justice took eighteen days m de- 
Hvering his charge, and the whole case 
cost over 81,250,000. It is the most cele- 
brated lawsuit on record.

DEATH OF MRS. LINCOLN. 


The death of Mrs. Mary Lincoln, 


relict '.if,the late President Lincoln, 
whieL took place at Hpringfield last 
evening, will-few** in the minds of 
the public the sad memories of an 
eve,nt which, while it appalled the 
world, produced in the hearts of all 
people a tender sympathy for any 
one bearing the name of Lincoln. 
The shock of that terrible tragedy of 
April, 18Gr>, fell upon the woman 
who has just died with crushing 
force, and for 
more than sev- 


enteen years she has 
lived 
in 


the shadow of her great grief. 
Little wonder is it that she has ex- 
hib'ited eccentricities bordering npon 
insanity, or that her idiosyncracies 
have sometimes taken snch odd and 
unusual forma. 
Lefts wonder would 


it have been if she had succumbed 
to the blow, and found rest and quiet 
ill the grave years ago. The family 
of Abraham Lincoln is now reduced 
to but a single representative, Hon. 
Robert 1'. Lincoln, secretary of war.

Definite points on or adjacent to the 
canal must be. held, and to hold these 
is, of course, to occupy Egyptian 
soil. But, further, to prevent the 
chance of indefinite, attack at any 
point of a long line, it will be neces- 
sary in some way to control the 
points from which the danger may 
come. 
Aud thus, independently of 


the need of suppressing disorders in 
tl»e delta, the need may arise of a 
military demonstration there. Now, 
to occupy Egypt is no light, matter, 
and the prospect does not become 
less serious when we take into ac- 
count the chances of complications 
with the porte and the "divergencies 
of view" with our French allies. 
With other powers there would be 
less risk of misunderstanding. Ger- 
many, at any rate, we have good rea- 
son to believe, would regard with 
favor the project of a British occu 
pation. 
And though the course to 


l>e pursued is full of risk, public feel- 
ing demands with tho utmost dis- 
tinctness thafr the danger shall be 
fared. 
We aie acting not with ii 


light heart, nor in any spirit of reck- 
less enterprise, but with the deliber- 
ate conviction that we are doing only 
what urgent necessity demands.

Mary Lincoln, widow of the late 
President Abraham Lincoln, breath- 
ed her last at 8:15 this evening, at 
the residence of her brother-in-law, 
Hon. Ninian W. Edwards. The pub- 
lic is aware that for some time past 
she has been an invalid, and her 
movements from time to time since 
the tragic death of her husband have 
been noted. Last March she, after 
a prolonged visit to New York, where 
she was under medical treatment, re- 
turned to Springfield and made her 
home with her sister, Mrs. Edwards. 
Sinoe that time until her death she 
was under the care of Dr. Dresser, 
an eminent physician of this city. 
Occasionally she was driven out in a 
carriage, and, aside from these times, 
none but her near relatives were per 
mitted to seo her. Her death may 
be considered a sudden one, nothing 
in her case being looked upon as 
alarming. ^ 


The immediate cause of her death 


was apoplectic paralysis. The last 
words she was heard to speak were 
spoken last evening at 10 o'clock,

said: "I am dying," and from that 
time until her death she was uncon- 
scious.

Salt Lake, Utah, is seventy-five mile 


long from northwest to southeast, anc 
about thirty miles broad. 
For the mos 


part the late is shallow, and its surfac 
u 4 200 feet above sea level. The out- 
toe's of the lake are somewhat irregular, 
partienlaily on the eastern side. Ihe 
fake lies m a vast valley or basin of the 
mountains, and is fed chiefly by the 
waters of Utah Lake, which are conveyed 
to it bv the rivei Jordan, coming in fiom 
the southeast, and by Bear River, which 
empties its waters into it from the nm th. 
There are some nine islands in the lake, 
the principal one being Antelope- or 
Church Island, m the southeast. The 
Bprmg-floods greatly increase the wze of 
the lake, spreading it over extensive 
tracts, from which, however, it recedes 
SB the summer wears on. As is well 
known, the lake has no outlet. The 
water of the lake is transparent, and is 
BO salty as to form one of the purest 
and most concentrated brines of which 
we have knowledge; it contains twenty- 
two per cent, of chloride °*«>dlum' 
eheutly mixed with other salts. The 
late contains no fish, but immense num- 
bers of gulls, wild ducks, geese, and 
swans frequent its island shores.
